Expect 380,000 Ballots 
to Be Cast in 
City

This is election day, summoning the populace to its civic 
duty of selecting its governing officers. Once again it must 
decide whether the helm of national leadership shall be 
entrusted to Republican or Democrat. 
It has to choose between Herbert Hoover and Charles Cur­ 
tis on the one side and Alfred E. Smith and Joe T. Robinson 
on the other. By the ballot the electorate must also declare its 
preference in electing 37 senators, 435 representatives, 34 
governors and other state officers. 
More than forty million strong, the electorate is ready to 
express its will, amply prepared to write its mandate after 
months of attentive listening to debate on the issues and of 
close scrutiny of the candidates themselves. It has weighed 
the evidence and heard the closing arguments of the stan­ 
dard bearers; there remains to the beleaguered voter only 
the task of decision. 
Appealing to an aroused* 
populace to translate its con­ 
victions into ballots at the 
polls, Mr. Hoover directed his 
last words of the campaign 
to the country over the radio 
last night from his Palo Alto, 
California 
home. 
Governor 
Smith spoke twice in conclud­ 
ing his case, once to the 
farm belt at noon time and 
again in the evening to the 
entire nation, summarizing 
his arguments for a return to 
Democratic leadership.

Your Health

MIGRAINE is defined as any 
headache beginning in early life 
and recurring over a long period 
of years without any discoverable 
change In the human body and 
without any effect on the general 
state of health. 
These headaches are usually in 
the front of the head and are 
sometimes accompanied by nausea 
and vomiting, 
soreness 
of 
the 
eyes and scalp, and similar symp­ 
toms. 
For many years numerous phy­ 
sicians have insisted 
that such 
headaches had a definite heredi­ 
tary aspect; namely, they seem­ 
ed to occur in families and a cer­ 
tain percentage of 
all 
of 
the 
children in succeeding generations 
suffered. 
Affect Men Mid Women. 
It has been urged that women 
suffer more from such headaches 
than do men, and that in addition 
to having some relationship to 
body structure, they might be as­ 
sociated with sensitivity to cer­ 
tain substances in the diet. 
More recent investigations have 
indicated that men and women 
are afflicted in about equal num­ 
bers, and that laborers suffer just

about as often as do brain work­ 
ers. 
A study just completed by W. 
Allan involved numerous families 
In which such headaches occurred 
in a considerable number of the 
members. 
For instance, in 66 
families in which both

240 of the children had similar 
headaches, 48 did not, and the re­ 
mainder 
included 
children 
so 
young that it was impossible to 
determine. 
Per Cent of Affliction. 
In 141 families in which one 
parent had such headaches and 
one did not, In which there were 
750 children, 342 had headaches 
and 217 did not. 
In 98 families 
in which neither of the parents 
had migraine and which contain­ 
ed 485 children. 18 of the chil­ 
dren had migraine. 
• Thus where both parents have 
headaches, 83.3 per cent of the 
children were afflicted; when one 
parent has headaches, 61 per cent 
were afflicted, and where neither 
parent had headaches, 18 per cent 
were afflicted. 
Dr. Allan is convinced that the 
evidence resulting from his ex­ 
periments indicates 
that 
head­ 
aches of the migraine type are in­ 
herited and that it is correlated 
with Mendelian character.

Royale, Mich., have added pages to 
the scientific history of the Ameri­ 
can Indian of 
centuries 
before 
Columbus. 
The Isle Royale expedition re­ 
vealed the tedious work of copper 
mining among Indians who spent 
several months each year on that 
rugged island far out in Lake Su­ 
perior. 
In no fewer than 1,000 years the 
indians, working many times that 
number of mines, took out two tons 
of copper, says George A. West, 
Milwaukee attorney and president 
of the museum, who headed the 
expedition. 
These ancients would heat the 
copper-bearing stone until it was 
dry and brittle, pour water on it 
until it cracked and then hammer 
at the fragments. 
Scattered over 
the island are piles of broken ham­ 
mers which were used for the pur­ 
pose. 
The second museum party work­ 
ed in Trempealeau county along 
the Mississippi river, with W. C. 
McKern directing. 
The 
mounds 
revealed, says McKern, that the 
indians of the upper Mississippi 
valley had the same basic culture 
that produced the mound builders 
of the Ohio 
river 
vulley. 
The 
mounds are evidence of that cul­ 
ture are IOO miles from the sup­ 
posed limit of the Ohio valley ac­ 
tivities. 
Of 200 mounds the expe­ 
dition excavated, only two contain­ 
ed beads, pottery and copper plates. 
The West expedition found evi­ 
dences of an Indian race which, 
like the Chippewas, had a custom 
of putting their dead in trees for 
a year of two before depositing 
the bones in sepulchre. 
The Isle Royale excavations were 
financed by E. F. McDonald and 
B. A. Masse, of Chicago, and the 
party lived on their yachts.

Parents are urged to 
study the cards carefully so that 
they may note the progress their 
children are making with their stu­ 
dies. 
Much development has been 
made in the report card system of 
late for instead of just disclosing 
the grades the student m akes in 
certain subjects, It 
also 
shows 
other phases of student activity 
which were not 
involved 
before. 
The students are also marked for 
co-operation, reliability, initiative 
and other characteristics, showing 
clearly their attitude in school. 
Letters to Homes. 
Form letters are se 


by school authorities to the par- 
ents, telling thorn of various proj­ 
ects afoot such as vaccination cam­ 
paigns, dental hygiene, thrift and 
language work. 
Parents are urged to take a more 
active interest In education work 
by attending the meetings of the 
Parent - Teacher 
association 
and 
also by visiting the schools often. 
The United Parents association of 
New York City recently Issued a 
four-page folder, “Home Work for 
Parents,” showing how parents can 
co-operate with the school to the 
lasting benefit of the child. 
The 
following points were brought out: 
“Rush is bad for your child. Fix 
breakfast and luncheon hours to 
allow ample time to get to and 
from school. 
"Regularity is a virtue to be en 
couraged. 
Trifles should never In­ 
terfere with regular and punctual 
attendance at school. 
“Clothes that are simple, neat 
and modest and adapted to the

are

for 
school wear than frills and fube- 
lows. 
“Sleep is essential to well-being 
Get your children to bed early for 
at least ten hours’ rest. 
Homo wrork is na much a part 
of school as classroom exercises. 
Emphasis should be placed upon 
out-of-school 
tasks to 
develop a 
sense of responsibility. 
“Quiet rest soothes the nerves. 
Every child Is entitled to a place 
in which to study free from inter 
omes. 
Iruptions, with good light and veil 
nt frequently tiiation. 


“Criticism of schools and teach­ 
ers to children may result in con­ 
tempt for school authority. 
Al­ 
ways hear both sides of every ques­ 
tion and consult with teachers be­ 
fore reaching conclusions. 
“Interest in your children’s work 
and play will stim ulate their inter 
est. Keep yourself posted on school 
work, athletics, and other activi» 
ties. 
“Happy schools make happy chil­ 
dren. 
School is a desirable place. 
Make your children feel that study 
is pleasant, not painful drudgery. 
"Visit your 
children's 
schools 
frequently, that you may have a 
better understanding of your chil 
dren's problems.”

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Smith Uses Radio for

New York, Nov. 5— (TP)— Turn­ 
ing to the radio to carry a final 
appeal to the voters of the nation 
Alfred E. Smith declared tonight 
that he could "enter upon the du­ 
ties of the greatest office in the 
world 
without 
commitment 
to 
anvbody except the American peo­ 
ple." 
In his campaign valedictory he 
specifically prepared for deliver' 
through 
the 
microphone, 
the 
Democratic nominee first reviewed 
in detail his record in public life 
and then delivered what he de­ 
scribed as "my last spoken word 
before the American people start 
in the morning to make their de­ 
cision.” 
"It is this.” he said. 
“At no 
time during the long public career 
in elective office did I ever trade 
a promise for a vote. I have made 
no promises to any man or to any 
group of men. 
Nobody was au­ 
thorized to make any promises for 
me, and, in fact, none has been 
made. 
"I can enter upon the duties of 
the greatest office in the world 
without commitment to anybody 
except the American people. 
I 
can enter upon the duties of that 
great office with a mind single to 
the best interest of this country, 
and I promise you that in return 
for your vote of confidence to­ 
morrow, I shall give to the coun­ 
try the best that is in me to bring 
about a constructive, progressive 
and forward-looking administra­ 
tion.” 
Equality is Displayed 
The governor said that under 
the American 
form 
of 
govern­ 
ment, the citizens of the country 
"must assume an individual obli­ 
gation to do their full share to 
keep the Democratic government 
the success that it has been.” 
He 
added that "their share” on elec­ 
tion day was to be sure to vote. 
"The declaration of the quality 
of man is never better exempli­ 
fied,” he continued, “that it is on 
election, day when the humblest 
man in the

the ballot box. 
“A man or woman who is not 
sufficiently interested in the wel­ 
fare of the country to take the 
trouble to cast a ballot cannot be 
said to be a very good citizen.

the basis of any passion or any 
prejudice. 
Any man or woman 
or any group casting a ballot for 
any other reason except the wel­ 
fare of the country is doing what 
they possibly can to negative the 
whole of Democratic government.. 
"For six or seven weeks, as the 
Democratic 
candidate 
for 
the 
presidency of the United States of 
America, I have 
been 
traveling 
throughout this country.

spoken to the American people 
on every important question that 
is pressing the country for solu­ 
tion.
